ing the fire under control. 
A storage tank containing 2.500 
b arrels of naphtha exploded short­ 
ly b efore day b reak with a deafen­ 
ing roar and a cloud-sweeping flash 
of fire. No one was reported in­ 
jured. b ut a similar tank; exploding 
last night, sky rocketed clear across 
the nearb y Genesee river and killed 
thiee spectators on the opposite 
b ank.
